If it be not alwn3's a pleasurable thing to 
do, lit least it is fi profitable one, at the 
close of a year to ca.sfc back upon that 
year’s events and incidents, — to reckon up 
its progress or retrogression, — to discover 
if in anything in its history tliere be room 
for congratulation on aocoimb of good 
aebieved, or for an anticipation of future 
success to result. The experiences of the 
time past may ever teach m a lesson, if 
we can but grasp it, as to what we may 
expect in the time corning. 1872 has 
gone, quietly but swiftly,- -by stealth as it 
were j its latest hours differing only from 
other hours in that they may have served 
more pointedly to show, to those who will 
heed such signs, the irrecoverable flight of 
time. And the new year has come, silently 
but not the less securely to follow in the 
old accustomed round of days and weeks, 
and months, until it, too, shall be gathered 
in by the “stem old Reaper,” and shall 
go to swell the eventful toul which lie 
rui inhered in that old Reaper’s barn, so to 
lie until the grand “threshing” — the tinal 
sifting-out of their ha t vesta— siiail be called 
upon to occur. What tins new 3 ^ear will 
bring fortli,— liow much of peace and pros- 
perity or of war and ruin, how much of 
life and death, of gain and loss, how much 
of progressive ness in religion and in the 
arts and sciences, — none can tell * but all 
know that many mutations of some sort 
must come to them and to the world as 
followers iu the train, as ineffaceablp 
marks of the march, of 1873, The year 
just passed away for ever can put forth no 
claim to the distinction of l»eing termed an 
eventful or extraordinary peilod in the 
woT'Id’s history. For the greater part, the 
time has sped on with but little of excite-, 
rnent. Since the fearful struggle of lo70 
between France and Germany, the peace | 
of Europe— of tlie world indeed— has re- 1 
mained unruptured. Flow long that^ 
strnggde may stand out as a bloo(iy date- 1 
mark in the history of war and desolation, it | 
liaijpily seems just now beyond the bounds ' 
of iiuman possibilities even to guess : ru- ! 
mours of wars are unheard, and “all isj 
peace,” Iu Franco, M. Thiers, — a “lively j 
little old white-haired man,” as newspaper | 
reporters have describofl lum,— holds i)ia ^ 
station at the helm of affairs. Whether, 
Im alone of all Frenchmen is (it to keep 
Ills turbulent couutiyincu in check, it is 
difiieulfc to say ; but he has, so far, suc- 
ceeded, at a time when success was espe- 
cially tlifllciilt of attainment, in restraining 
any violent outbreak of the liery desire for 
rovengo which lurks iu every Frenchman’s 
hroast, and wliich is certain one day to 
burst fortli with a glare ail tho more lurid 
because of its long-curbed repression. Tho 
Empisrors of Riis.sia, Brussia, and Austria 
have recently fratoruized genially at a 
friendly meeting iu Berlin. Tlic English 
jou nulls luive chroiucled tlie occumuice of 
reviews, stato-bampiets, torchlight-jubileos, 
and so forth, which have amused tlinoC 
august ])crsoHages, and whiled away tho 
time they have had on tlieiv hands after 
atttuitinn to “ business,” which, uUIiougli 
.snch a view of tlie occasion of their meet- 
ing is difprocatoil, has doubtless liad some- 
thing to do with their “ friendly personal 
gj eetings.” Iu the past year, we have seen 
that mon.strous atUunpt at extortion — tlie 
Alabama claims — dispnstd of ;m<l amicably 
adjusted by tlio Geneva tribimal. The 
Australasian Colonies iiavc no .slight ciuiso 
to rejoice that this sotbleineiit lias been 
edeoted, and that now — to quote President 
Grant’s message to Congress— the bond of 
union between England and America was 
nevo!- less liable to be broken. But per- 
haps foremost iu intere,st to ns of all tho 
DOCiiiTcnces of world- wide importance in 
1873 is tlni consummation of the 0 [ioning 
of the through telegraph lino between Eng- 
land ami Australia: anotlier miditioii to 
tlie list of frill mplis secured by tlie hand- 
in-hand conjunction of Science and Art. 
And it is very probible that before long, — 
say three years, at furthest,— we sball liavo 
a cable of communication laid between onr 
own Colony and Australia. In this ca.so, 
\vc £>hali be iii receipt of iiews fruai Lon- 



don within four or five hours of its dia- 
patch. Compare this with the condition 
of things which obtained some dozen yaars 
ago, when five or six inontliK were fre- 
qucntly occupied in the transmission of 
nows from Homo, and ample evidence b :

Zealand liaa advanced in importance. 

But now to come to matters having a 
more direct local bearing and interest.

power of the Government in the matter ; mid the 
extendod powers granted under the new ‘ Waste 
Lands Act’ will enable the Government to make 
terms with the runliolder for a block of com- 
monage,— failing which it can be proclaimed 
under the new Act. and compensation determined 
by arbitration.

On Saturday night, about half-past eleven, 
Detective Farrell, while proceeding luniic, 
was shot at from behind and wounded in tlie 
neck. Four shots were fired, but only one • 
took elTeet. Ryan, an ex -sergeant of police, j 
is ill custody charged with the olieiiee. He 
was brought up on the charge at tho Mayor’s 
Court yesterday, but was remanded, Farrell 
being unable to ajipear. 

At Green Island, on Saturday, one of 
BrogdeiTs navvies was killed oy falling over 
a precipice with ii horse. 

The criminal sittings of the Supreme Court 
opened yesterday. Robert Littlecott Wiui 
found guilty of embezzlement at Oainaru. 
John Peter Reek was found guilty of unlaw- 
fully woimding his wife at Coal Creek, 
Teviot, and was sentenced to three months’ 
imprisomnent.— [Some reference to this case 
will be foimd in a paragraph under the head 
“General News” in onr sixth page.] Peter 
Robertson, for robbery at Kyebiirn, was also 
found guilty, and sentenced to two years’ 
imprisonment.

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Horace Greeley. 

(B\J ** One who Knew the 

Through sonietliing like tweaty thousand 
tnilea of wire the electric fluid flashes to us 
the iatclligenco that Horace Greeley, jour- 
nalist and politician, died at New York on 
Saturday last. At any other time tlie an- 
nouncement of the death of a man who has 
pliiyed so important a part in tho history 
of the United States during the past thirty 
years as Greeloy has would have created 
a profound sensation, but when wo re- 
member that only tlie other day his name 
the opponent of General Grant for the 
presidential chair was in everyone^s mouth, 
that though defeated in liia candidature for 
the chief Magistracy of the Union he was 
still regarded as a groat living power— it 
hard indeed to realise that death has 
stepped in and taken him out from the 
rimks in which he was foremost fighter. 
The question that naturally arises to one’s 
mind upon hearing that Greeley died within 
short period of his defeat is one perhaps 
that never can be answered, but until more is 
known of the manner of his death the popular 
idea will be that he succumbed to the force 
of circiun stances ; that had his dream of 
ambition been realised, he would have lived 
to enjoy his triumph. Those who knew 
lum best, however — even those whose in- 
tercourse with him was of short duration 
—will never believe that any disappoint- 
mcnt could seriously affect Horace Greeley, 
mncli less kill him outright. He had only 
the one idol in his heart, only one posses- 
sion in which his very existence was bound 
u(), and that was tlio paper of which he was 
the originator in 184:1, and the editor 
to the day of his death, tho N'ew York 
Tribune. To prove how deep was the 
piide which Greeley took in his work, it is 
oaly necessary to recall his own words 
when describing the motives which induced 
liim to stiU'b the Tribune. He said : “I 
cherish the hope that the journal I pro- 
jected and established will live and flourish 
long after I shall have moulded into for- 
gotten dust, being guided by a larger wis- 
dom, a more unerring sagacity to discover 
the right, though not a more unfaltering 
jT^diness to embrace and defend it at any 
personal cost ; and that the stone which 
^cflvei’.s my ashes may bear to future eyes 
the still intelligible inscription, ‘ founder 
of the Neiv York Tribune .^ The writer’s 
iicquaintance with Greeley commenced in 
the IjRgumiiig of 1863. At that time 
Grcele.y was about fifty years of age, and 
in the very zenith of his intellectual power, 
lie Li}'' under the stigma of being a Cop- 
pciliead,” that being the name given to all 
|lli03Q suspected of sympathising at heart 
with Confederacy. Gi'eoley never took the j 
trouble ill so many words to deny the iin 
putation. He continued to advocate a 
conciliatory policy towards the ** rebels,” 
heedless of the t^uints liberally thrown at 
liiru by the Republican jiarfcy as one who 
would purchase peace at any price, even at 
cost of Federal unity and national 
honour. Time and cii'cumatances proved 
ill tho long nm that Greeley was through- 
out that terrible ])criod in the coiiiitryhs 
history a loyal Unionist, although that 
oyalty did not take the form of unrelent- 
ing vindictiveness towards his countrymen 
the seceded states, llefore the decisive 
was fired from Fort Sumpter, Greeley 
[Worked hard to bring about a sottlenient 
«f the quarrel between North and South 
[jiy means of a conference on neutral ground, 
Euid some such conference did take ]dace on 
the Canadian side of the Niagara Falls — 
liow barren of good results the sad story ol 
die subsequent five years showed. During 
Ihe war the Tribune always counselled 
Moderation, and when the southern armies 
suneiulered to Grant and Sherman it was 
.the first to plead for mercy towards a van- 
<[uislied foe, Greeley himself becoming one 
the sureties for Jeffereon Davis when 
the ex-presiden b was released on bail. Mucl i 
i^jiital has been made of Greeley’s personal 
ifipRarimce and eccentricities of manner. 
That he was sloven in dress, and anything 
hnt a Grand ison in deportment, there is no 
denjing; but, as a matter of cour.se, these 
^cre greatly exaggerated by his detractors, 
never lost an opportunity of holding 
his peculiarities up to ridicule. 

Oiccley’s parents were originally from 
J^Gdoiiilcrry, in the north of Ireland, and 
br sonin generations previous to Horace’s 
Nth followed the occupations of fanners 
J'd black sm it] IS. Ho was horn at Aiii- 
N.ll,, in 1811, and until 1826 he re- 
:?^ncd under the paternal roof there auJ in 
to which state liis father removed 
J 1 I 82 I. Ill 1826 young Greeley became 
J^i'pi'entice in the printing office of the 
f Spectator j a little ]^apcr published 
;^East Poultney, Vt. In liis business lie 
became very proficient, and before he 
r ^ tho office he was not only an excellent 
^Mpositor, blit possessed tlie rare faculty 
being able to set in typo paragraphs of 
without having iirst reduced his

ideas to writing. To this habit Greeley 
used to trace his tei-acnoss of style, its prac- 
tice naturally inducing the use of the fewest 
possible words necessary to tho proper con- 
struction of a sentence. Upon leaving 
Poultney ho went to Erie, P.A., and after 
Working there a few months removed to 
Now York city in 1831, arriving with ten 
dollars in his pocket. Here lie worked at 
the ■' case” for about a year and a half, 
during which time lio contracted an inti- 
macy with a Mr Story, who, in 1833, 
joined Greeley in starting the Morning 
Postf a two-cent. paper, which had a very 
ephemeral cxisteiico. But out of the 
Morning Post the New Yorker sprang, and 
this in turn merged, in 1841, into the New 
York Tribune^ with Mr Greeley as chief 
editor. The Tribune was started with a 
borrowed capital of one thousand dollars, 
and a list of 600 subscribers. For the 
first week or two its prospects were very 
cloudy, but a scandalous attack having 
been made upon it by a rival paper, public ^ 
opinion turned in its favour, and in the j 
fifth week an edition of 6000 was sold, in- 
creasing to 11,000 before the joiirnnl was 
two mouths old. Since then tho Tribune 
has yearly widened its borders, until its 
circulation will now bear comparison with 
the leading London papers. The principal 
epochs in its history have been its ad- 
vocacy of the doctrines of Fourier; its 
quarrel witli tho unprincipled politicians of 
tho Sixth Ward ; its libel suits with Cooper, 
the founder of tho celebrated Cooper insti- 
tute ; finally, its advocacy of moderation 
during the late civil war. In 1848 Mr 
Greeley went to Congress for tluee months, 
and while there carried on a bitter war 
against the mileage system — a system by 
which United State Congressmen manage 
to pay themselves handsomely for tlieir 
services to the country. In 1857 he visited 
Europe, and on liis return to America he 
publislied the result of liis observations in 
a series of moderate and very readable 
papers, published in tho Tribune. Tlio 
more recent events in Mr Greeley’s career 
have already been touched ujion ; thoso 
im in eel lately preceding his death tire too 
fresh in the memories of our readers to re- 
quire recapitulation at our bands. 



A Tax Oil Wool. 

A writer in tlie Hobart Town Mercury 
points out the following advantages in fa- 
vour of taxing wool, instead of imposing 
an Income Tax, which is spoken of as 
likely to be brought into force in Tasmania 
shortly : — 1 . Facility of Collection^ wliich 
is a pi'imary element in the solution of any 
tax. This is amply secured through the 
medi m of the Custom-housR. 2 . Impos- 
sihility of evasion — As the wool produced 
is brought to all the ports of tlio Colony 
for .shipment to other conntrics, it must 
fdl under the cognizance of the Custom- 
liouse : hence no room is afforded for eva- 
sion in the smallest degree. 3. Fconomy 
in CoUedioiif which satisfies another lead- 
ing element in fixing a tax ; the existing 
iimchinory of the Custora-honse being fully 
adequate to the collection and pa 3 nug into 
the Treasury of this export duty without 
any extra expense whatever. 4. Egiutahle 
nature of live imposL — Coatrasted with tho 
.adjoining Colonies of New South Wales, 
Victoria, and South Australia, which pay 
Ian assessment on Stock, from wliicli Tas- 
mania is freed, PL duty on wool can be 
viewed only ns an equivalent for such ex 
emption, and as a fair contrilmtioii to tluj 
general expenses of Government. As 
wool-growers, unlike agriculturists, can 
scarcely be reckoned to be employers of 
labour in relation to the vast areas of land 
over which their flocks arc scattered, so 
the general revenue receives bat little in- 
direct benefit fi'om the consumption of du- 
tiable articles by tbo comparatively few 
slicjiherds and liiitkeepei's enqiloycd ; and 
consequently it is in tliis direction that 
Parliament may fairly and Jcgitimtikdy 
turn for some share of assistance to meet 
the financial exigencies of the Colony. 
Sliould it be urged that the effect of the 
ira])ofit would be to diminish tlie produc- 
tion of wool, (of which, by the way, not 
the slightest apprehension need be enter- 
tained,) so far from tho consequence prov- 
ing a national calamity, it would in miiity 
bo an nmnixed good, sliould it drive the 
woolgrowcrs to “agricnltnvo,” and the cul- 
tivation of some of their fine lands, as ilic 
more profitable ])ursuit, ami make them 
largiT eniployei*s of labour than they arc 
at present, and thus aid in promoting the 
material prosjicrity of tlie Colony.

TI10 Present Hot Weather. 

TYPHOID FICVEIL 

“The tbuo is coming,” says a distin- 
guished physician, “when it will be as dis- 
gi’iiccfnl to have typhoid fever as it is to 
have lice or tlie itch.” Everybody oiiglit 
to know that fearful sickness is directly 
caused by taking into the body cxcremen- 
titious matters. These almost always de- 
clare their presence to the olfactory nerve, 
and the instant they are detected inoasnros 
should be taken for their snjipression. 
Fresh earth is a complete disinfectant, and 
ill tiic country tho clicapost. Next to this 
is copperas water. Let it bo sprinkled 
about drains and sewers, left standing 
in shallow earthen dishes in sick rooms, 
and all unpleasant odours will be (piencheil. 
Care should bo taken in using it not to 
touch any garment that v/ill receive stain. 
Lime and plaster of Taiis arc excellent 
absorbents, carbolic acid and chloride of 
lime will sweeten the foulest gutter. Witli 
one of these resoin ces at command, tlioro 
is no excuse for vile odours. Coffee is a 
deodorizer, but not a disinfectant. A 
Iiandful, parched and ground, wJicn tlirown 
I on a hot sliovel, will quickly remove disa- 
greeable smells, but will not neutralise 
j their poison. Great cave should be taken, 
especially during hot weatlior, as to tho 
; water one drinks. A very few yeara since, 
a pic-nic party found some very cool, clear, 
and fine- tasting water in an old well near 
their lunch ground. Most of them drank 
freely of this water. Every one of them 
w.as prostrated by typhoid fever, and only 
two or three recovered. On investigation 
the skeleton of a lamb was found at the 
bottom of the well. All surface- svater 
j should be carefully abstained from, and as- 
surances made that no sewerage contain i- 
nates the cooling draught. Sleeping rooms 
shouhl bo surnl daily, bed and body linen 
changed frequently, and the sun permitted 
to search and cleanse those a])artments in 
daily use. No pit or sink, Ijoles or o])cn 
drains, should be pcriiiitted around our 
dwellings, for deadly are the subtle emana- 
tions that rise from tlioiii.— From the Neio 
York IVibune.
